Dr. A. N. Tissot, entomologist 
with the Florida Agricultural Ex- 
periment Stations, says the ear- 
worm is by far the most destructive 
pest of sweet corn. : 

When the earworm larvae in the 
ears become fully growh they eat 
holes through the shuck, leave the 
ears and go'into the soil to pupate. 
These emergence holes. in the 
shucks allow rain and dew to enter 
the ears and may cause molds to 
develop. 

"But much more significant," 
says the entomologist, “is the fact 
that the holes provide gateways for 
weevils and moths." These secon- 
dary insects develop and multipiy 
rapidly in warm weather and by'
